| América during the present straggle of 
freedom against the despotism of slavery. 
The English people, as a community, 
detest and abhor the slave system of the 
South, and in the years that are past, 
hate given evidence of this feeling in 
the style and tone of the public recep- 
tions they have offered to our represen- 
tive men who have visited them.

Those freemen and that nation, through 
its constitutionally elected administra- 
tors, have laid the crushing hands of 
confiscation and emancipation upon the 
firmest basis and the mightiest instru- 
ments of slavery—the soil and their 
slaves. The one throbs responsively 
and with marvelous prolifigacy to the 
touch of free cultivation; and the other 
leaps with the impulses of loyalty from 
the condition of slaves into that of cour- 
ageous, obedient and efficient freemen. 
And in face of all this, Enrope, but es- 
pecially England, stops to question the 
motives by which this lust glorious re- 
sult has been prompted. There come 
times in the history of all struggles when 
deeds, in the grandeur of their results. 
rise above the petty questions of motives; 
and this last, greatest, grandest ef polit- 
ical deeds is one of them. For whether 
it hus been dictated by military necessity 
or not, itis recieved by a popular-impulse 
and supported* by an almost universal 
patriotic conviction among the people, 
who care nothing about motives and

The needles, after a while 
work their way to the surface of 
the system, where some may be 
seen or felt. This dangerous 
mania, if not promptly checked, 
cannot fail soon to deprive her of 
life; and therefore her case, al- 
though a rare one, and highly 
remarkable as a medical fact, 
should not be allowed to be made 
a matter of speculation. To en- 
courage her to eat needles for the 
satisfaction of public curisity, 
while charging a price for the 
awful sight, is an act which can- 
hot be too strongly deprecated. 
We have seen an affidavit of 
Mdle. Levesque, taken under 
oath before a magistrate, in which 
she states that- when she first 
swallowed needles, she did it an- 
der an indescribable impulse 
which it was painful to resist. 
She swallows them under the im- 
pression that it will cause her 
death, and yet the temptation 
proves irresistible. When de- 
prived of them afew days, she 
feels perfectly wretched. For 
many years she invested her sav- 
ings in buying papers of needles 
to satisfy her morbid appetite. 
She takes from 15 to 20 a day, and 
swallowed once as many as 100 
in one day.
